So, I’m from your old neigh¬ 
bourhood in New York. My 
mother teaches musical 
theater there. 

Have you seen my show? 
Because I was a theater 
kid. I was always perceived 
as a theater nerd and that 
is veiy much a part of all 
the bullying I talk about 
during the show. It 
stemmed from that. 

Theater geeks are taking over 
the world now. 

Yeah. And a lot of theater 
lovers are super music li¬ 
brarians and super fashion 
librarians and know eveiy- 
thing about composers, 
designers and directors. 
They’ve so much to be in 
love with. 

Let’s start with the new 
album, Born This Way. Is 
there a theme to it? Are we 
wrong to expect a statement 
from dance music? 

No, in fact, thank 
goodness everyone 
expects something from 
me at this point. Born This 
Way is my answer to many 
questions over the years: 
‘Who are you? What are 
you about?’ The most 
paramount theme on the 
record is me struggling to 
understand how I can ex¬ 
ist as myself, as someone 
who lives halfway 
between fantasy and 
reality all the time. 

What’s it like to live between 
two people? 

It’s not two people. It’s 
two worlds. Two aesthet¬ 
ics. For example, the reli¬ 
gious themes I explore on 
the album are not 
necessarily religious in an 
institutional way but are 
about being fascinated 
with characters. I was 
taught my whole life 
about Judas and Jesus and 
Mary Magdalene. Mary 
Magdalene fascinates me 
because she was, in my be¬ 
lief, both wholly human 
and wholly divine. So how 
can I be fully magical and 
fully human? 

You’re going to get a lot of 
autobiographical questions 
because you’re selling your 
personality on Born This Way. 

Isn’t that interesting, that 
you have to sell your per¬ 
sonality? That in itself is 
kind of what Born This 
Way is all about. I don’t 
want to sell my personali¬ 
ty. My personality is mine 
and yours is yours. 

But the difference is, you’re 
asking me to pay for yours. 
Are you a real person or part 



of a marketing machine? 

It’s kind of like saying, 

‘Are you honest? Do you 
have integrity? Are you 
full of shit?’ But listen, my 
social involvement for 
equality and gay rights, as 
well as my music, is com¬ 
pletely genuine. But I 
don’t think I ever want 
everyone to ever know ful¬ 
ly who or what I am. Part 
of what I’m doing is 
asking you to look inside 
yourself, to ask yourself 
questions. 

Have you been in therapy? 

No therapy yet. I probably 
should be. (Laughs) I have 
a close relationship with 
my family. I’m very close 
with my fans and I’m in 
tune with what they want. 
And I’m in tune with my¬ 
self, too. At the end of the 
day, I have to look myself

in the mirror and I’m 
proud of everything I 
stand for. I have no reason 
to do or say anything un¬ 
less it comes from my 
soul. I work very hard. I 
don’t party very much. 
You don’t see me falling 
out of nightclubs and buy¬ 
ing Range Rovers. Social 
justice and music are the 


two most paramount 
things in my life and I 
can’t put it more plainly. 

Where does sexuality fit in 
to that? Do you use it 
consciously? 

Because I’m sexy? (Laughs) 
Well, I’m a woman. Now, 
what specifically do you 
find sexy? I think this is 


funny. For the first two- 
and-a-half years of my ca¬ 
reer, I was considered to 
be the weird girl who 
dressed veiy crazy. I don’t 
think I’m perceived as 
sexy. 

You never felt sexy, even 
when first performing? 

I felt like any other 15- 
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In an exclusive, hour-long sit-down, the Mother Monster met 
with Metro at the Beverly Hills Hotel for an open, revealing talk. 

"I'm not someone who got into this business to get into 
interviews," she told us halfway through. "But I can tell you, I’m 
infinitely more relaxed right now." 


year-old girl who’s trying 
to figure it all out. I’m just 
like any other chick, real¬ 
ly Did I view myself as a 
sexual being? I was veiy 
insecure for a very long 
time. I didn’t know that I 
would be veiy comfortable 
with it and it wasn’t until 
veiy recently that I actual¬ 
ly enjoyed sex. I was talk¬ 


ing with my sister about 
how it’s not until you real¬ 
ly love yourself that you 
can give love to others. 

Are you addicted to your 
fans? 

Yeah, well, it’s ... it’s very 
strange because there’s re¬ 
ally no line anymore 
between where I begin 


and my fans begin. We are 
all one. I feel like I would 
die from a lack of inspira¬ 
tion if I didn’t have them. 

I never want them to feel 
like I abandoned their cul¬ 
ture. It’s not about the 
money for me. I’d give all 
the money away if I had to 
choose between it and 
them. 


That’s a strange answer from 
a multi-millionaire. 

Look, people who make 
music and get famous and 
then start to slow down 
and get lazy — they 
weren’t in it for the music. 
I can’t put out my music 
fast enough. I wanted to 
put this record out seven 
months ago. I’m not wal¬ 
lowing in some 
romanticized idea of what 
it means to be an “artiste.” 
I’m a musician but also a 
visionary who cares about 
social and human rights 
because they affect my 
fans and that’s my overar¬ 
ching life work now. 

So, about human rights: You 
wanted to ask Metro readers 
why they were Born This 
Way- 

Yes, I wanted to find the 


most connected monsters 
and ask them the 
question: ‘Why were you 
born this way?’ I laughed 
because a foreign journal¬ 
ist sat down and asked 
me, ‘How queer are you?’ 

Was that a case of lost in 
translation? 

I said, first of all, we don’t 
really use that word here. 
But what he was really 
asking me was, ‘How gay 
are you?’ I’m off-the-charts 
gay! (Laughs) But that’s 
not quite the way to put it. 
As if you are or you’re not. 
It’s not mathematical. It’s 
this completely subjective 
overarching aesthetic 
called life and you have 
this huge palate to paint 
from and you’re asking 
me, ‘How queer are you?’ 
That’s just one palate. It’s 
like I say so many things 


Note from the interviewer 


When you tell people 
you’ve sat down with Lady 
Gaga for an interview, 
their first question is, 
“What was she wearing?” 

- as if she might have ap¬ 
peared in a meat dress, 
carried in an egg. In fact, 
when we met at the Bever¬ 
ly Hills Hotel, alone in a 
banquet hall, she was 
wearing a sheer black top 
with black pasties under¬ 
neath. It was almost 
elegant. 

Their second question 
is, “What was she like?” Af¬ 
ter reading this story, 
you’d probably agree: 

She’s intelligent. Earnest. 
Aware of her power. 

Refreshingly, Gaga is al¬ 
so mindful of the fact that 
she’s only recently become 
a star. Her experiment 
with fame paid off. Now 
25, she aims to share her¬ 
self via the album (“This is 
who I am,” she says), chal¬ 
lenge her fans musically 
(with “big huge beats”) 
and, oh, one more thing: 
change the world. The fun 
part will be seeing what 
she wears while trying. 


in that song (Born This 
Way). But the first thing 
everyone comes back with 
is, gaygaygaygaygaygay. 
Are you gay? Is the song 
gay? And you’re missing 
what life is offering you 
because you’re hinged on 
one word. Look into your¬ 
self. Are you born to be 
brave? To rebuke all of 
these labels? 

Well, you’re expecting the 
world to be where you are. 

It’s generational. And it’s 
me reminding myself, as 
an artist, ‘Dear Lady Gaga, 
you are not a trend.’ 

Wait — do you address your¬ 
self as Lady Gaga when you 
talk to yourself in your head? 

I do. Not as Stefani. It’s 
Gaga. Stefani is who I am, 
too, but I’m Gaga all the 
time.

‘HUGE PROGRESS 


LGBT rights 

Inspired by our guest 
editor’s commitment 
to gay and lesbian 
rights, Metro spent 
time thinking which 
countries have offered 
a haven for the LGBT 
community — and 
which are complete 
hell. Here's a closer 
look at how we’re 
doing worldwide.

“I care about social and hu¬ 
man rights,” Lady Gaga 
told Metro when plotting 
this issue, “because it af¬ 
fects my fans.” She could¬ 
n’t have picked better 
timing: Today is Interna¬ 
tional Day Against Homo¬ 
phobia and Transphobia, a 
day dedicated to raising 
awareness about gay rights 
worldwide. 

To find out which coun¬ 
tries need more awareness 
than others, we asked 
someone close to the 
ground: Cary Alan John¬ 
son, executive director of 
the International Gay & 
Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission. His organiza¬ 
tion advances human 
rights via advocacy on the 
local level, reporting from 
every continent. 

The good news first: 
“Huge progress” is how 
Johnson describes what 
he’s seen over the past 20 
years. Canada, the U.S., and 
every country in Europe 
has protection for its citi¬ 
zens and many countries 
have protection of family 
rights, for example the 
right to marry. “And every 
country in Latin America 
has decriminalized homo¬ 



sexuality,” he says. “We 
even have progress in some 
African countries. We still 
have two-thirds criminaliz¬ 
ing it but some, like 
Mozambique, have made it 
clear that they’re commit¬ 
ted, while South Africa has 
the most progressive consti¬ 
tution in the world, even 
going so far as to uphold 
the right to marry and to 
adopt children.” 

And now the bad news: 
Even in those countries, vi¬ 
olence still strikes. In “pro¬ 


gressive” South Africa, just 
last month, Noxolo Nog- 
waza, a 24-year-old well- 
known lesbian activist, 
died after being stabbed 
with glass shards, during 
what’s known locally as a 
“corrective rape.” A used 
condom and empty glass 
bottle were found on top 
of her body. 

South Africa is “a vio¬ 
lent country toward 
women in general,” John¬ 
son points out. But the 
horrific incident is proof 


that discrimination is hard 
to eradicate completely. 

“Those in the Middle 
East and certain parts of 
Africa are still mired in a 
certain type of social con¬ 
servatism that leads to vio¬ 
lence,” says Johnson, 
adding that poverty and re¬ 
ligion complicate matters. 
What’s worse, kids who 
are “different” are often 
denied an education. “Les¬ 
bian girls in Uganda get 
thrown out of schools,” he 
says. “Transgender kids in 


Belize and other places in 
the Caribbean cannot at¬ 
tend. Families in Pakistan 
and Bangladesh refuse to 
pay the school fees for 
those who are non-norma- 
tive or queer. If you can’t 
get an education, you can’t 
support yourself and you’ll 
always face discrimina¬ 
tion.” 

So what can one do? Ac¬ 
tivate. Unite. And be pa¬ 
tient. “Time” is Johnson’s 
prescribed cure. “It’s gen¬ 
erational,” Gaga tells us. 


The world will accept gays 
when they see they’re nor¬ 
mal people, like our post¬ 
men and doctors and ... 
international superstars. 

“Gaga goes above and 
beyond for the rest of us,” 
says Johnson. “We can’t all 
be as free to play with gen¬ 
der, to play with sexuality, 
to play with notions of 
spirituality and religion. 
She does it for us and 
stands firm. So we deeply 
appreciate that. She’s 
speaking out.”

’ IN GAY RIGHTS 
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Canada’s not there yet... 


When word crossed the bor¬ 
der months ago that the U.S. 
was going to repeal their 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” mili¬ 
tary policy, it was welcomed 
by Canadians with awkward, 
backhanded praise. 

Out gays in the military? 
Canadian soldiers have had 
the right to be out since 
1992. Same-sex adoption? 
1999. Same-sex marriage? 
2005. But while it’s fine to be 
proud of the progress we’ve 
made, Canadians should re¬ 
main ever mindful of the 
work yet to be done. 

1. No explicit protections for 
trans people. 

Transsexual and transgender 
people are subject to an ap¬ 
palling degree of discrimina¬ 
tion. In an effort to provide 
explicit protections for trans 
people, the federal govern¬ 
ment recently passed a pri¬ 
vate member’s bill that 
would add “gender identity” 
and “gender expression” to 
the Canadian Human Rights 
Act. Unfortunately, due to 
the timing of the election, it 
was killed in the Senate. 

Given the fierce opposi¬ 
tion the bill faced from the 
Conservative party, it’s un¬ 
likely our trans community 


will see these necessary pro¬ 
tections passed by the now- 
majority Harper government. 

2. Homophobia in our schools 

A report released last week by 
EGALE Canada found homo¬ 
phobia continues to be a ma¬ 
jor problem in schools across 
the country. Almost two out 
of three LGBT high school 
students do not feel safe. 

The It Gets Better cam¬ 
paign has been successful in 
attracting attention to the 
plight of LGBT youth, who 
are four times more likely to 
attempt suicide than their 
heterosexual peers. 

3. Gay men banned from 
donating blood 

In Canada, men who wish to 
donate blood are banned if 
they’ve had sex a single time 
with another man since 
1977. While some might ar¬ 
gue this is necessary to pro¬ 
tect the blood supply, the 
fact is more than 94 per cent 
of men who have sex with 
men are not HIV-positive, 
and given advances in 
screening accuracy, the two- 
decades-old indefinite ban is 
unnecessary. 

In many countries the de¬ 
ferral period is one year and 


it’s been estimated that a 
five-year deferral in the U.S. 
would lead to an increase of 
71,400 donors. 

4. LGBT senior citizens more 
vulnerable 

Currently, there are a num¬ 
ber of benefits and tax cred¬ 
its for those who care for 
elderly family members, but 
eligibility requires a person 
to be caring for a spouse or 
be a biological relative. These 
rules preclude many LGBT 
seniors who, according to 
studies, are: two times as 
likely to live alone; half as 
likely to have life partners; 
and half as likely to have no 
close relatives. 

5. LGBT at higher risk for 
hate crimes 

The largest increase in re¬ 
ported hate crimes in Cana¬ 
da between 2007 and 2008 
were those motivated by sex¬ 
ual orientation — which 
more than doubled. In 2008, 
a full 75 per cent of hate 
crimes motivated by sexual 
orientation were violent 
crimes, meaning they were 
more likely than any other 
hate crime to result in physi¬ 
cal injury to victims.

Canadian milestones 


Canadian landmarks in the 
struggle for LGBT rights: 

1969 

► “Homosexuality” is 

decriminalized in Canada. 
The passing of Bill C-150, 
the Criminal Law Amend¬ 
ment Act, puts an end to 
Canada’s direct legal perse¬ 
cution of same-sex orient¬ 
ed Canadians.

July 1971 

► Last Canadian imprisoned 
for “homosexuality” 
released. Everett George 
Klippert is released after 
being imprisoned 
indefinitely in 1965. 

August 1971 

► Canada’s first gay rights 
march takes place in 
Ottawa. Approximately 
100 people march to the 
Parliament buildings 
demanding fair policy for 


gay and lesbian Canadians. 

1977 

► Quebec becomes the first 
jurisdiction in Canada to 
prohibit discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion in its provincial Char¬ 
ter of Human Rights and 
Freedoms. 

March 1981 

► More than a thousand peo¬ 
ple flock to St. Lawrence 
Market to show their out¬ 


rage about the treatment 
of the gay community at 
the hands of the police and 
local government. This ral¬ 
ly, including novelist Mar¬ 
garet Atwood and NDP MP 
Svend Robinson, is viewed 
by many as Toronto’s first 
Pride. 

1995 

► Bill C-41 (Hate Crimes Bill) 
passes with explicit refer¬ 
ence to sexual orientation. 


June 1996 

► Sexual orientation written 
in to Canadian Human 
Rights Act. 

2000 

► Same-sex common-law 
partnership recognized by 
federal government. 

June 10, 2003 

► Ontario becomes first 
province to recognize 
same-sex marriage. 


July 2005 

► Canada becomes the 
fourth country to allow 
same-sex marriage. Bill C- 
38 receives Royal Assent 
and same-sex marriage is 
legalized nationwide. 

December 2006 

► A Conservative 
government motion to re¬ 
examine the issue of same- 
sex marriage is defeated in 
the House of Commons by 
a vote of 175 to 123.

Police say there’s nothing 
to “suggest a connection”

“It doesn’t appear the 
person took any interest in 
the people in the resi¬ 
dence,” advised Const.

A Dartmouth volleyball 
coach is facing three new 
sex-related charges. 

Joseph Emile “Luc” 
Potvin, 53, was arrested 
last week and charged with 
luring a child, sexual ex¬ 
ploitation and possession 
of child pornography. Po¬ 
lice investigated Potvin, a 
girls’ volleyball coach at 
Prince Andrew High 
School and a local youth 
team coach, after they re¬ 
ceived a complaint regard¬ 
ing his conduct with a 
17-year-old girl. 

Yesterday, police said 
Potvin is facing new 
charges of sexual assault, 
production of child 
pornography and distribu¬ 
tion of child pornography. 

“We were still reviewing 
evidence and information 
that was gathered through

the course of our investiga¬ 
tion,” said Const.

business like gardening. 

The May long weekend 
is creeping up and usually

it’s like a Christmas boom 
for gardening centres. 

“But we see it’s slower 
as nobody wants to be out¬ 
side and in their garden,” 
said Emily Tregunno of 
Halifax Seed. 


But it will be sunny 
sometime, and sales will 
balance out, she added. 

In the meantime, Tre¬ 
gunno is advising garden¬ 
ers to take advantage of 
the wet soil to transplant 
shrubs and do some weed¬ 
ing. 

“And it’s probably going 
to be a very stellar season 
for slugs.” 

It’s also dismal out on 
the golf course. Gavan Fitz¬ 
patrick at Grandview Golf 
and Country Club said 
their season opened May 1 
and revenues are substan¬ 


tially down compared to 
last year. 

“Some of the members 
who have been here since 
the beginning, 1987, don’t 
ever remember a start like 
this.” 

Perhaps the only ones 
thinking of the rain as a 
blessing are firefighters as 
brush fires are sparse this 
spring. 

Between Jan. 1 and May 
11, 2010, there were 213 
fires that covered 498 
hectares. Compare that to 
80 fires this year, which 
covered 105 hectares. 


Premiers mull 
federal funding 


A push by Atlantic premiers 
for a new federal funding 
formula that addresses the 
region’s aging population is 
being described by an eco¬ 
nomics professor as a “hard 
sell” in the rest of the coun¬ 
try. 

But Lars Osberg of Dal- 
housie University said Sun¬ 
day recognizing the extra 
cost of health care on the 
East Coast is an idea that 
has merit, particularly since 
the workforce of western 
provinces partly consists of 
young people from Atlantic 
Canada. 

“They’re educated at our 
expense, and now they’re 
out building stuff in the 
tarsands,” he said. “That’s 
exactly one of the reasons 
for equalization. We need a 
common level of public 
services so people can move 
around the country.” 

The thorny issue of fed¬ 
eral transfer payments, 



which are set to expire in 
2014, was discussed during 
a two-day meeting of 
Atlantic premiers that 
concluded yesterday in 
Fredericton, N.B. 

Despite talk of establish¬ 
ing a united front on the 
matter, the premiers 
emerged from their meet¬ 
ing saying they need 
more time to develop a 
regional position. 

Nova Scotia Premier 
Darrell Dexter said they 
want to know where other 
premiers stand.

Police are reporting vio¬ 
lent crime was up in the 
first quarter of 2011 
compared to last year, 
but crime in general is 
down over five per cent. 

Halifax Regional 
Police and Halifax RCMP 
submitted a report to 
the Board of Police Com¬ 


missioners yesterday. 

Violent crimes like 
homicides, attempted 
murders and assaults are 
up over seven per cent 
compared to the same 
time period last year. 

But brealc-and-enters 
are way down — 26 per 
cent — and so are thefts 
over $5,000, which are 
down 55 per cent. Thefts 
from vehicles, however, 
are up by 41 per cent. 

Prostitution is down 
by 42 per cent. 

Drugs are in the feder¬ 
al jurisdiction, and those 
incidents were down in 
HRM by 11 per cent.

Evacuation centres filled 
up in Westloclc and 
Athabasca, where no motel 
rooms were available by 
late day. Edmonton’s Expo 
Centre also took those af¬ 
fected.

In doing 
so, many were forced to 
change course as they tried 
to flee flames. 

“It looked like a nuclear 
bomb hit,” said Ian 
Cameron, who left with his 
girlfriend. 

“It was chaotic, a thou¬ 
sand or so people tiying to 
leave at the same time.” 

Like many, he is not sure 
if his home will be there 
when he gets back. 


Fires ravage beloved 
haven for nature lovers 


jl devastating wild- 
f\ fire that has 
/ 1 already destroyed 
^a third of the 
homes in Slave Lake, Alta., 
is laying waste to a peace¬ 
ful community that has 
long been a haven for na¬ 
ture lovers and outdoor 
sports enthusiasts. 

The town of Slave Lake, 
located 250 kilometres 
from Edmonton, has 
historically relied on natu¬ 
ral resources for its 
economic survival. 

The town website 
invites visitors to avail 
themselves of the white 
sand beaches and marinas 
in the area and take part 
in the recreational activi¬ 
ties available during the 


summer. “Whether you 
enjoy taking a dip in the 
lake, world-class walleye 
and northern pike fishing, 
sailing, windsurfing, build¬ 
ing sandcastles, hiking or 
birding, there's something 
to inspire and rejuvenate 
people of all ages,” it says. 

The wildfire sweeping 
its way through the town 
is not the first natural dis¬ 
aster to hit the area. 

The original town, then 
Sawridge, was destroyed 
by a flood in the 1930's, 
prompting the community 
to settle in a new location.

Vatican 

The Vatican told bishops 
around the world yesterday 
that it is important to co-op¬ 
erate with police in report¬ 
ing priests who molest 
children, asking them to 
develop guidelines for pre¬ 
venting sex abuse by next 
May. 

But the letter from the 
Congregation for the Doc¬ 
trine of the Faith made no 
provision to ensure the 
bishops follow the guide¬ 
lines and victims groups 
immediately denounced 
the recommendations as

“dangerously flawed” be¬ 
cause they stress the exclu¬ 
sive authority of bishops to 
determine the credibility of 
abuse allegations. 

“Our central concern is 
that bishops and religious 
leaders retain enormous 
discretionary powers to de¬ 
cide if an allegation is credi¬ 
ble,” said Maeve Lewis, 
executive director of the 
Irish victims group One in 
Four. 

The letter marks the lat¬ 
est effort to show that the 
Vatican is serious about 


rooting out pedophiles 
from the priesthood, a year 
after the sex abuse scandal 
exploded on a global scale 
with thousands of new vic¬ 
tims coming forward in Eu¬ 
rope and beyond. 

But the vague, nonbind¬ 
ing measure failed to im¬ 
press advocates, who blame 
bishops, bent on protecting 
the church and its priests, 
for fueling the scandal.

O Arrest of IMF chief is a formidable loss as Europe grapples with debt 
O Could signal an overhaul of the Washington, D.C.-based fund 


The arrest of Dominique 
Strauss-Kahn, head of the 
International Monetary 
Fund, has added a layer of 
uncertainty to Europe’s 
debt crisis as it removes a 
heavyweight financial ex¬ 
pert from talks on how to 
save the 17-nation euro¬ 
zone. 

Strauss-Kahn, who was 
France’s finance minister 
when the euro was created 
in 1999, is an authority on 
Europe’s economic issues 
and a canny operator in its 
complex web of power pol¬ 
itics. His experience is per¬ 
ceived to have been crucial 
as the currency union 
deals with the biggest cri¬ 


sis since its inception. 

“It’s like losing an expe¬ 
rienced ship’s captain, 
while navigating particu¬ 
larly difficult, uncharted 
waters,” said Jan Randolph, 
an analyst at IHS Global In¬ 
sight. 

The prevailing view in 
the short term, however, is 
that Strauss-Kahn’s arrest 
won’t affect this week’s 
meeting of European fi¬ 
nance ministers. Eurozone 
countries will sign off on 
Portugal’s $108-billion 
bailout and discuss 
whether to give Greece 
more help beyond its cur¬ 
rent $152-billion rescue.

Americans 
will take to 
skies in 
summer 

Even with higher fares, 
more people will fly this 
summer than last year, es¬ 
pecially overseas, a U.S. air¬ 
line-industry trade group 
predicts. 

If the forecast by the Air 
Transport Association is 
correct, travel will remain 
below pre-recession levels. 
In 2007, U.S. airlines car¬ 
ried a record 217 million 
summer travellers. 

The airline trade group 
expects minimal growth in 
domestic travel this sum¬ 
mer, but a record 26.3 mil¬ 
lion passengers on 
international flights oper¬ 
ated by U.S. airlines, top¬ 
ping 25.8 million in 2010. 
The group said that’s part¬ 
ly due to stronger 
economies outside the U.S.

this country, North Ameri¬ 
cans must fly to get to Eu¬ 
rope or Asia. 

Airlines in the U.S. have 
raised fares more than a 
half-dozen times this year 
to cover a 30 per cent in¬ 
crease in fuel prices, but 
they still lost $1 billion US 
in the first quarter of this 
year. Still, if summer travel 
matches the forecasts, and 
if the recent drop in oil 
prices sticks, the airlines 
are likely to avoid a repeat 
of 2008, when record fuel 
prices spurred talk about 
which airlines were most 
likely to go bankrupt.

Fox is cancelling America’s 
Most Wanted, the Saturday 
night show that has pro¬ 
filed criminals on the lam 
since 1988, and replacing it 
on the network’s regular 
schedule with reruns. 

The network, as part of 
its new season schedule an¬ 
nouncement yesterday, 
said it will introduce eight 
new series next year. They 
include Simon Cowell’s tal¬ 
ent show The X Factor, 
which was given time slots 
in the fall similar to Ameri¬ 
can Idol. 

Fox said it would do 
four, two-hour America’s 
Most Wanted specials next 
season, but it will no 
longer be a regular fixture 
on the network schedule. 
The series, hosted by John 
Walsh, debuted in April 
1988 and has been on Fox’s 
Saturday night schedule 
since 1994. 

“We have not made 
money on the show for a 
while,” said Kevin Reilly, 
Fox’s entertainment presi¬ 
dent. “It was economically 
getting to the place where 
it was not viable anymore, 
but we wanted to keep the 
concept alive.” 

Instead, Fox will use the 
time slot to repeat some of 
its dramas that appeared 
earlier in the week, a cost¬ 
saving trend followed by 
other networks. 

America’s Most Wanted 
had a longer history as a 
regular series on Fox than 
even The Simpsons, the 
cartoon first seen as part of 
The Tracey Ullman Show in 


1987 before becoming a se¬ 
ries two years later. 

Fox is excited about 
Cowell’s return, following 
his exit as an American 
Idol judge last year. The X 
Factor has Cowell, Paula 
Abdul, Antonio “L.A.” Reid 
and Cheryl Cole as judges, 
and has 90 minutes in 
prime time on Wednesday 
and Thursday nights. 

“There’s an excitement 
and a buzz around the 
show that we’ve never 
seen before,” said Peter 
Rice, Fox network chair¬ 
man, noting that The X 
Factor drew more people 
to its auditions than Idol 
ever has. 


If the show is a success it 
could be a game-changer 
for Fox, which has suffered 
in the ratings in the fall for 
years because American 
Idol doesn’t begin until 
January. 

Actress Zooey Deschanel 
will star in a new Fox com¬ 
edy this fall tentatively ti¬ 
tled New Girl. She plays a 
woman in her late 20s who 
moves in with three single 
guys after a bad breakup.

You know the term. It’s 
made the news (especially 
after some celebrities went 
public) and friends may 
even claim to have it. But 
what is bipolar disorder ex¬ 
actly, and how is it differ¬ 
ent from general mood 
swings? 

“Bipolar disorder is an 
accentuation of mood 
states beyond what we nor¬ 
mally experience,” ex¬ 
plains Dr. John Sharp, a 
psychiatrist and neuropsy¬ 
chiatrist based in Boston 
and Los Angeles. “This isn’t 
a day-to-day state, but a 
weelc-to-weelc, month-to- 
month situation that can 
suddenly spin out of con¬ 
trol.” 

Yet bipolar disorder re¬ 
mains a big question mark 
for researchers who have 
so far failed to fully under¬ 
stand the illness. It’s gener¬ 
ally hereditary and runs in 
the family — meaning ge¬ 
netics, not upbringing 
(don’t go blaming your par¬ 
ents quiet yet), are thought 
to be behind the condition 
caused by a problem with 
the section of the brain 
that runs our moods. 
Stress, physical illness and 
sleep deprivation are the 
most common triggers. 

“What happens to some¬ 
one suffering from bipolar 
disorder will depend on 
which way the mood has 
swung. Everything is inten¬ 
sified from the highs to the 
lows,” says Sharp. 

For example, mania be¬ 
gins where exuberance 
leaves off and in extreme 
cases can be a psychiatric 
emergency. One’s mood is 
exceptionally high, caus¬ 
ing happiness and eupho¬ 
ria, amplifying creativity, 
energy and self-esteem. 
Speech is rapid and the 
flight of ideas endless. This 
early phase is intoxicating 
and addictive as the person 
thrives. But control over 
their behavior is soon lost 
and what previously 
passed for grandiose be¬ 
comes plain psychotic. 

When depressed, people 
lose interest in otherwise 
pleasurable activities such 
as sex and food, leading to 
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salon & spa

weight loss, fatigue and a 
decreased ability to think 
or concentrate, morbid or 
suicidal thoughts are not 
uncommon in this period. 

The antidote: mood sta¬ 


bilizers, like Lithium, have 
proven most effective. 

If anyone you know 
shows symptoms, recom¬ 
mend they seek a profes¬ 
sional.

Dr. Kay Redfield Jamison, 
professor in mood 
disorders and professor of 
psychiatry at the Johns 
Hopkins University School 
of Medicine, has been 
bipolar since her teens.

While LGBTQ youth face 
many of the same pres¬ 
sures and confusions that 
most adolescents face in 
coming to terms with their 
transitioning bodies and 
academic and social stress¬ 
es, they often must do so 
while negotiating a mam¬ 
moth part of their identity 

Many questions can 
arise, including, how can I 
deal with this, how can I 
help make it better and 
where do I even start? 

A good starting point is 
MyGSA.ca, the national 
LGBTQ safer schools and 
inclusive education web¬ 
site. It is the first and only 
national resource dedicat¬ 
ed to helping LGBTQ 
youth. 

It was developed to help 
create safer and more in¬ 
clusive schools through 
the elimination of homo¬ 
phobia, transphobia, and 
biphobia, and the integra¬ 
tion of LGBTQ matters. 

The “GSA” part of the 
web address stands for 
Gay-Straight Alliance and 
refers to a student-led 
group or club where 


LGBTQ youth, youth with 
LGBTQ family members, 
and their allies can meet 
to tackle tough issues like 
discrimination based on 
sexual orientation and 
gender identity. 

MyGSA.ca is a virtual 
place for all Canadians to 
come together to share ex¬ 
periences, stories, strug¬ 
gles and triumphs. 

The site is the hub of 
the Safe Schools Campaign 
by the LGBTQ human 


rights charity, the Egale 
Canada Human Rights 
Trust. 

On the site, you’ll find a 
variety of information and 
resources that you can use 
or pass along to the youth 
and educators in your life. 

There are simple and in¬ 
formative postcards as 
well as comprehensive re¬ 
source guides and step-by- 
step instructions to setting 
up a GSA at your local 
school. You’ll also find ex¬ 


amples of the many 
schools in Canada where 
students and educators 
alike are hard at work to 
make it better for all of us. 

Indeed, since its launch 
just one year ago, 150 
GSAs from every province 
in the country have regis¬ 
tered on the site, each one 
viewable on the online 
GSA directoiy.

called. “To try to go into a 
marathon training off of 
that base was perhaps not 
advisable.” 

While he was disap¬ 
pointed with the outcome, 
he learned a valuable les¬ 
son from the experience: 
“You don’t magically turn 
into a competitive 


marathon runner over a 
month or two. It’s a long 
process. You’ve got to be pa¬ 
tient.” 

Wieczorek went back to 
the drawing board, set 
more reasonable training 
targets, and a year later fin¬ 
ished his first full marathon 
in two hours 55 minutes. 

His times have been get¬ 
ting better and better — 
and better — ever since. 

In four years, he has 
gradually shaved almost a 
full half-hour off his time, 
and in the past six months 
he’s posted remarkable per¬ 
sonal-best finishes of 2:30 
and 2:28. 

“From each subsequent 
marathon, I trained a little 
harder than before,” said 


Wieczorek. “The (extra 40 
pounds) came off over the 
course of many miles and I 
kept myself motivated 
thinking, ‘If I just train a lit¬ 
tle harder I can shave a few 
minutes off my next 
marathon.’” 

Wieczorek, who moved 
from London, Ont., to Hali¬ 
fax just three weeks before 
last year’s Blue Nose, has 
David MacLennan’s seven- 
year-old record of 2:35:32 in 
his crosshairs on Sunday. 

“I’m headed in the right 
direction,” Wieczorek said. 
“I know the course record is 
in sight, so that’s a number 
I’m cognizant of. I’d like to 
put myself in a position to 
better that on Sunday if 
conditions permit.” 
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'What advice 
would you give 
your 15-year-old 
self, knowing 
now what you 
didn’t know then.’

Brains tight-lipped 
on Bergeron's status

There’s a procedure in the 
NHL for a player coming 
back from a concussion: 
The doctors put it off as 
long as necessary, and the 
coaches keep it quiet as 
long as possible. 

So it was with Bruins for¬ 
ward Patrice Bergeron yes¬ 
terday, when he returned 
for his first full practice 
since a May 6 concussion 
that kept him out of Game 
1 of the Eastern Conference 
finals. Boston coach Claude 
Julien would not comment 
on Bergeron’s availability 
for Game 2 tonight against 
the Tampa Bay Lightning. 

“We’re going through 
the protocol of what he has 
to go through,” Julien said 
after practice. “There’s not 
much more to update you 


guys on except that I think, 
when he is ready to go, I 
think you guys will know it. 
It’s just something that you 
can’t predict how quickly, 
or how slow, it’s going to 
be.” 

Bergeron skated on his 


own yesterday with general 
manager Peter Chiarelli 
watching, and then took 
part in non-contact power 
play and penalty-killing 
drills with teammates. 
Julien has said it is up to the 
doctors when Bergeron re¬ 


turns to play, and it won’t 
be until he is 100 per cent. 

Lightning coach Guy 
Boucher isn’t buying it. 

“We prepared for him 
playing for the first game, 
so we’re preparing for 
him,” Boucher said. 

Bergeron had consecu¬ 
tive 70-point seasons for the 
Bruins before a concussion 
knocked him out 10 games 
into 2007-08 and limited 
him to 64 games the follow¬ 
ing year. He returned to 
form this season, scoring 22 
goals with 35 assists, and 
was Boston’s top playoff 
scorer with 12 points before 
he was hurt in the finale of 
the second-round sweep of 
Philadelphia on a hit by 
Claude Giroux.
